strength of the new German army 
or Rtiohswehr 
has 
provisionally 
been fixed at 241,600 men. accord­ 
ing 
to information recently reach­ 
ing American officers in charge of 
keeping tab on the demobilization 
and readjustment of enemy forces. 
There are to be sixteen large and

brigades, 
the

and the small brigades 5,839 men 
each. Corps troops are to number 
5.458 and 
General 
Headquarters 
troops about 10.000 men. according 
to the present plans. 
Now that the 1899 class of the 


old German arm y is rapidly being 
discharged from all units excepting 
a few in the guard corps anti on the 
eastern 
front, there soon

TREATY OF FOUNTAIN INN. OR BLOIS, 1499. 


Kina Lout* XII of Franc*. Courting HI* Predecessor-. Widow, in 14M, Turned 
the Barroom of an Inn Into a Royal Peace Conference Hall and 
Helped Frame a Treaty That Caused War. 


treaty was concluded 
One of the earliest treaties of mod­ 
ern’ history was that concluded 
be­ 
tween France and Venice, In 1490. 
Charles VHI. king of France, had 
overrun Italfi'. but lost the fruits of 
his conquests largely through the w ar­ 
like activities of Venire. 
His succes­ 
sor Louis XII a fortnight after his ac­ 
cession to the French throne, sent a 
message to tile Venetians proposing a 
lasting peace. 
The doge at once sent 
ambassadors to France. 
The ambas­ 
sadors found Idouis at Rtampea. where 
they 
arrived 
on 
August 
12, 
1498. 
Nearly four months had elapsed since 
the setting out of the kings courier 
to Venice with the peace proposals. 
Louis was on a visit to the widow of 
his predecessor, who lived in the rojal 
castle above the little town when the 
m w s of tile approach of the envoys 
reached him. 
lie wanted to Invite the 
ambassadors to the castle but the 
dowager said she was not going to 
have her housekeeping broken up by 
a swarm of Italians, and the castle 
was out of repair and not fit to be 
seen, anyway. 
Now. Louis had come 
there courting the dowager and. king 
or commot*, the lady’s word Is law In 
such cases. 
King Stood on a Dais. 
Ia»uLs ran down to his friend, the 
landlord of the Fountain Ion, a most 
excellent 
hostelry, 
where 
he 
had 
•‘crashed many a cup of Rack** when 
lie was onlv duke of Orleans. 
The 
tavern w a s large, the landlord a man 
of resource. 
Hangings were brought 
down from the castle, and when the 
Venetians arrived a 
great barroom 
had been converted Into a great hall 
of audience, all hung with Alexandrine 
velvet thickly sprinkled with golden 
lilies at the end wjiere the king stood 
on a dais hastily knocked together by 
the village carpenter— possibly out of 
tile wood box.
